kimd indoors. This prohibits lodge
meetings, council meeting, church
services, elc.

Up to date only one death has
been reporied from Influenza—
that of Carl C, Tracy °
The body was gaipped to St. Joseph,
Missouri, on 44 today, accompanied
by his brother, O. F. Tracy.

W. F. Carroll, Alliance blacksmith,
has been seriously ill with pneumon-
ia following influenza, but I8 report-
ed as improving today.

According to the reports of physi-
cians there are now about forty cases
im the city. Ten cases were reported
from the box car residence near the
Burlington shops.
